o f health was held Friday ev ening in 
the au dito r’s o ffice in City hall, a t­ 
tended by M embers 
Simpso n, Ro b­ 
bins, Bilker and Schiller. 
The m eet­ 
ing had been called by May o r Carlile 
fo r the pu rpo se o f co nsidering an al­ 
leg ed case o f illeg al adu lteratio n o f 
sau sag e by a lo cal bu tcher. 
Mr. Simpso n presided at the m eet­ 
ing . which to o k actio n that will likely 
Iced to a pro secu tio n in the case. On 
Satu rday ev ening April 8, Cash Jo hn­ 
so n, dairy and fo o d inspecto r u nder 
the lo cal bo ard, went to Vo taw’s m eat 
market o n Main street and pu rchased 
a po u nd o f stu ffed sau sag e, which is 
claimed to hav e been manu factu red 
by the lo cal m eat dealer. 
It is said 
that the o fficer had reaso n to believ e 
that 
preserv ativ es had been u sed in 
the m anu factu re o f the sau sag e, and 
the sam ple was acco rding ly sealed u p 
and sent at o nce to Ho race Ankeney , 
state dairy and fo o d co mm issio ner at 
Co lu mbu s, fo r analy sis. 
On Friday mo rning Inspecto r Jo hn­ 
so n receiv ed the fo llo wing letter fro m 
the stare dairy and fo o d co mmissio ner, 
which is self-ex planato ry :

$ 100, o r impriso nment o f fro m 30 to 
100 day s. 
The bo ard nieinliers were i 
stro ng in their co ndemnatio n o f th e ' 
lo cal dealer o n acco u nt o f the alleg ed I 
adu lteratio n, and 
u nanimo u s in de­ 
claring that pro secu tio n 
sho u ld fo l­ 
lo w. 
Acco rding ly , a mo tio n made by Mr. 
Ro bbins and seco nded by Dr. Schiller, 
that 
he clerk lie au tho rized to no tifv 
the state 
co mmissio ner 
that 
the 
health o fficer and fcx .d inspecto r o f the 
lo cal lio ard wo u ld appear as pro se­ 
cu ting witnesses in the case, 
was 
qu ickly passed. 
The 
state co mmis­ 
sio ner will be no tified to day , and early 
actio n is anticipated by the state de­ 
partm ent. 
it is likely that o ne o f the 
departm ent s inspecto rs o r atto rney s 
will be sent to Salem, and that the 
case wdi co me u p within a few day s.

detected using it 
There seems to be 
no do ubt but that it is used in so me 
cases, and it is entirely pro bable, if 
the case dev elo ps, that the co mpany 
which puts the preserv ativ e o n the 
market may figure in the case.

trap. 
The building is unfit fo r o ccu­ 
pancy , the flo o rs being badly ro tten, 
and a great deal o f repairing wo uhj 
lie necessary befo re the place co u ld 
be u sed fo r ev en a ju nk-sho p.

safety bo ard referred 
the m atter to

ceiv ed recently 
fro m 
Mex ico ,

Yaquis hav e killed 100 Mex icans and 
25 Americans since the massacre in 
which Dr. Co y and To lerto n figured. 
Dr. Co y also co nferred with To lerto n 
regarding the pro spectiv e actio n fo r 
damages against the Mex ican go v ern­ 
ment, and states that things lo o k fa­ 
v o rable to their case at this time. Dr. 
Co y went to Canto n Friday ev ening.
